HOW TO CAN TOMATOKS 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—Select 


firm, well formed tomatoes. Scald 
1% minutes or until skins loosen. Dip 
quickly into and out of coldlwater^ 
Peel ,and remove stems 
and cores. 


Pack directly intoi cans or-het jars. 
Press down with a tablespoon (add no 
water.) Add a level teaspoonful of 
salt per quart. Put the rubber rings 
and caps of jars into position but do 
not tighten fully. Seal -tin cans com- 
pletely. Place the packed containers 
on a false bottom in a vessel of wa- 
ter sufficiently deep to cover them by 
one inch and allow to remain at aboil- 
ing temperature for 22 minutes when 
using hot water bath canners.
